Mr. Borah has been in the United States senate 
since 1907. The prohibition amendment was added 
to the constitution in his time. Since then there 
‘has never been a year in which congress has not 
(literally fulfilled its obligations to that amend- 

t. When the senator took his oath of office 
to support the constitution he found in it the four- 
\teenth and fifteenth amendments, which are to 
protect the rights of voters, the validity .of repre- 
sentative government, the honesty of the election 
of American presidents—in short, the whole Amer- 
fean system of republican government. 

Because these admendments came from the re 
construction of rebel states we think of them as 
being applicable only to the franchise rights of 
‘freed Negroes. They are broader. Opportunity 
‘was taken to write in them protection of other 
(than the new rights of former slaves. One pro- 
tection wad that given states where suffrage is 
unrestricted against states in which it is abridged. 

When the right to vote at any election “is de- 
‘@ied to any of the male inhabitanjs of such 
twenty-one years of age and citizens of the 
United States, or in any way abridged, except for 
(participation in rebellion or other crime, the basis 
of representation therein (in congress) shall be re- 
duced in proportion,” etc. The constitution does 
not say that a state may not require franchise 

(qualifications. It may not deny or abridge the 
{right to vote on account of race, color or previous 
| ‘condition of servitude, but various qualifications, 
mest of them in effect in the southern states to 
y ‘prevent Negroes from voting, have been upheld 
by the United. States Supréme court. The penalty, 
) ‘however, for such disqualification is reduced repre- 
sentation.

Reveals Great 
Gain in Decade 


U. S. Figures on Increase 
of 12 Million.

698,122 new members in the ten year 
period between 1916 and 1926, accord- 
ing to a census of religious bodies re- 
cently completed by the department 
of commerce and published today. 

The preliminary report of the cen- 
sus shows that in 1926 there were 
213 erent denominations or sects 
which rted 231,983 local organiza- 
tions and’ claimed a total of 54,624,976 
members. In 1916 a similar survey 
disclosed 200 denominations with 41,- 
926,854 members. 


Among the various denominations 
listed, the Roman Catholic church 
with 18,605,003 members, led all other 
denominations in 1926 and reported an 
increase of 2,883,188 members over i 

total of 15,721,815 in 1916. 

The, Jewish congregation was sec- 
ond with 4,087,357 members in 1926, 
compared with only 357,135 in 1916. 
The 1916 figures, it is explained, how-

Buttered and Creamed 


Parsnips. 


Parsnips are a provocative vege- 
table—at least to me—and yet not 
widely appreciated. They are cousins 
to what is now the highly acceptable 
celery. The wise saw about butter- 
ing parenips is at least three centuries 
old, yet this vegetable is not a well 

n one today. Buttering parsnips 
> tg ,all right if they are dry but if they 
soggy it is not. Fried parsnips 
may be delicious if they are browned 
_ im @ way to bring out the peculiar 
sweetness of the vegetable. After 
boiling parsenips we may butter, fry, 
@ream or scallop, make a soup of 

them, etc, 


Since boiling is so fundamental we 
cannot too often repeat the method: 
Wash parsnips thoroughly and throw 
them into boiling water. After the 
water is back to the boiling point, 
boll the parsnips ten minutes, then 
take from the stove, drain and rinse 
with cold water. This parboiling first 
is even more fundamental in parsnip 
cookery than is the boiling. 


If we parboil the carrots we do not} 


need to scrape them, as a part of 
preparation, for after this ten minutes 
--unless they were wilted—the skin 
can then be rubbed or peeled off, 
which is easy work compared with 
serapping them raw. But they must” 
be handled carefully because the layer 
immediately under the skin is soft, 
even after no more cooking than the 
ten minutes of parboiling. 


One way to finish is either to slice 
them thin, or cut them in dice, and 
cook in @ little boiling water for fifteen, 


- minutes. Tender fall parsnips will 


often cook in ten.minutes after the 


parboiling. And when the. carrots rx 


dieed the hard part may be rejec 
and the rest cooked more quickly. 
When cooked tender they can be 
eaten plain buttered, particuarly with 
a just melted and pleasantly seasoned 
butter, or they may be put Into a 
white sauce and served or mash them, 
mix them with white sauce and crack- 
er crumbs and bake them as a :
